A SEW PARK. 


A bill has been introduced in the 


United States Senate by Senator Benja- 
min Harrison, of Indiana, to set apart a 
tract of land about siity miles square 
in the northern part of Arizona, ;is a 
public park, to lie reserved under the 
supervision of ths Secretary of the In- 
terior, much after the stylo of the Yel- 
lowstone National Park. The bounda- 
ries of the proposed new reservation are 
parallels 3D degrees 15 minutes and 3G 
degrees 40 minutes north latitude, and 
meridians 111 degrees 45 minutes and 


12 degrees -15 minutes west longitude. 


This tract of land embraces some of the 
finest natural scenery in the west. The 
southern boundary of the reservation 
will be ia tha neighborhood of Eed 
Butte, being between the Black Forest 
north of the San Francisco mountains, 
and the great Cooonino forest which ex- 
tends to the Colorado river. On the 
west the line crosses the Colorado at the 
mouth of Cataract creek, and the east 
line embraces the great bend ol the 
Little Colorado, where the great river, 
after flowing southward for sixty miles, 
suddenly turns to the northwest into 
ilarble canyon, leaving tho Klaiba Pln- 
toau and Buckskin mountains north of 
the elbow it forms. The Tucson Citizen 
says the proposed resarvation is very 
mountainous, well timbered and wat- 
ered, and is probably a rich mineral 
-action. It is almost a terra incognita 
and should be further explored before 
withholding it from settlement.

The first gun of the political campaign 


will be fired by Oregon to-morrow. The 
election is of more than ordinary im- 


ortance as a full State ticket is to be 


elected and upon the Legislature de- 
pends the selection of a United States 
Senator. 
Oregon was the only one of 


cie Pacific Ceast States that remained 
•err,* to the Republicans in the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1880. The major- 
ity for Garfield was something over six 
hundred. The vote this year will do- 
ormins the character .of the immigra- 
tion to the State since 1880, and the ef- 
fect of President Arthur's veto of the 
iirst Chinese bill. We are so far re 
aoved from the scene of the conflict 
that \ve have no knowledge of the loca 
:jJhiences that may bs at work, but our 
Alight understanding o-: the 
situation 


Uads us to believe that the Republicans 
;ire acting in harmony, that their ticke 
i-, the best one beforei the people, am 
that it will be successful at the polls 


It is announced by telegraph that the 


River and Harbor Appropriation bill is 
to be put through this week under a 
suspension of rules. The appropriations 
proposed for the Pacific Coast regions 
are as follows: For improving Hum- 
boldt harbor and bay, $40,000; improv- 
ing the harbor at Oakland, $200,000; 
Wilmington, $75,000; improving the en- 
trance to Coos bay and harbor, Oregon, 
$30,000; improving Yaqnima bay, Ore- 
gon, $60,000; Chehalis river, W. T., 
$30,000; Petaluma creek, $3,000; im- 
provement of the rivers of California, 
$250,000; improving San Joaquin river, 
$40,000; constructing a canal around 
the Cascades of the Columbia river, 
Oregon, $265,000; improving the Upper 
Columbia river, $0,000; Lower Willam- 
ette and Columbia rivers, $75,000; Up- 
per Willamette river, $5,000; Lower 
Clearwater river, Idaho, $5,000; Cow- 
litz river, \VashiugtonTerritory, $1,000; 
Skagit and other rivers in Washington 
Territory, $20,000; mouth of the Co- 
quille, Oregon, $10,000; examination 
and surveys of rivers and harbors, gener- 
ally, 75,000; for expenses of Beard of 
Engineers to examine tho mouth of the 
Columbia river, $7,500.

A Creut Redone. 


JVirginia Enterprise June 3d.] 


The mystery as to the fate of the sev- 


en imprisoned miners in the Alta mine 
has for three days oppressed the people 
like a horrible nightmare. We are not 
unaccustomed to frightful catastrophes 
in the lower levels. The people of Vir- 
ginia are too familiar with micmg trage- 
dies in many appalling farms to be un- 
nerved by the ordinary run of accidents. 
But the peculiar circumstances attend- 
ing this last disaster, unique iu its ter- 
rors, enveloped as it was in awful mys- 
tery from the beginning, and leaving all 
tho while , a thread of hope for the res- 
cue of the victims, constituted a strain 
upon the sympathetic emotions of the 
population such as has never been ex- 
perienced oefore. The alternating hopes 
and fears of many hours gave way early 
yesterday afternoon to something like 
a cheerful faith that after all the terrible 
sacrifice was not to he, though this pleas- 
ing prospect was dimmed by the sad re- 
flection that two brave men had willing- 
ly laid down their lives in a vain at- 
tempt to carry succor to their compan- 
ions in the dark and noisome drift. 


It was therefore, with an indescribable 


sensation of relief that at midnight were 
heard the shrieks of many whistles, 
loud and long, proclaiming the success 
of the untiring efforts put forth to rescue 
the imprisoned-miuers. The protracted 
buttle with hot water had been fought 
and won. Back from the month of a 
steaming hell, and from between the 
jaws of death, the gallant rascuers had 
snatched and borne to the earth's sur- 
face seven imperiled lives. The work 
of deliverance \fas complete. 
Grim 


despair had been driven from the thres- 
holds of weeping women and children, 
and grief had given way to joy at many 
a hearthstone. This was the import of 
the midnight chorus of whistles sound- 
ing over the hills, and those who had 
neither kith nor kin among the seven 
rejoiced with their relatives and friends 
that they had been s»fely delivered Irom 
their great peril. 


To those equal to the task of even 


faintly grasping tho nature of this peril 
the rescue seems incredible. It was a 
magnificent and heroic achievement in 
life saving. 
There were not wanting 


hundreds of veteran miners and men, 
familiar with all the conditions against 
which the rescuers had to contend, who 
yesterday shook their heads and sor- 
rowfully declared that it was impossible 
even to'cherish a single hope that the 
men in tho water-choked drift could 
have survived the rush of the hot flood 
upon them. They refused to believe 
that tho taps heard from time to time 
upon the air pipes came from any living

Never was a more 
forlorn hope embarked. Who can con- 
ceive of the appalling prospect before 
two men venturing in n frail boat to 
steer through Egyptian darkness along 
a narrow channel of hot water over two 
thousand feet down in the bowels of the 
earth? The death of these two martyrs 
to the cause of humanity throws a gloom 
over our general rejoicing to-day tit the 
fact that the seven men iu the Alta 
mine have been finally brought to tha 
surface alive.

THE KEStUED. 


The Story of Their Stay in the 


Flooded Drift. 


[Virginia Chronicle, June 3d.j 


A Chronicle reporter this forenoon 


-risited at his home in Crown Point 
ravine, Richard Bennett, the shift boss 
at the Aha who so bravely risked his 
life in going into the drift when the 
bulkhead bust to warn his comrades of 
their danger. 
Mr. Bennett -was lying 


on the bed with his clothes on convers- 
ing with a couple of friends when the 
reporter arrived. He said he was feel- 
ing as well as ever, and if it wasn't for 
the doctor's directions he woald go out. 
At this moment Mrs. Humphrey bronght 
him in a goblet of milk, which he drank 
with an evident relish and proceeded to 
give'the reporter an idea of the pleas- 
ures of underground life. 
"When Mr. 


Bennett went into the drift the water 
followed him and for n while the race 
was exciting, but the water did not over 
take him. 
When he got within two 


hundred feet of the face of the drift he 
met the shift running towards the sta- 
tion, they having heard the concussion 
when the bulkhead gave way. Mr. 
Bennett told them that they conld not 
get out on foot, so they halted. 
They 


at once went to work to build a raft of a 
couple of posts and some timber and 
tried to float it, but found the water too 
hot and too high and had to abandon 
the attempt. Mr. Bennett, who under- 
stood perfectly tho condition of the 
pump, informed the men that they 
would in all probability have to remain 
in ths drift threo or four days and the 
best thing for all to do was to get the 
eooling-off room in as 
good 
shape 


as possible find make the best of it. 
The room was made as comfortable us 
the ci/cumstances would admit of and 
the corflprossed air pipe turned into the 
water tunk. This was all done before 
'.us air pipes were broken. Mr. Ben- 
nett says the water came into the drift 
at one time 1,100 feet, leaving 400 feel 
of dry land, when the water was at its 
highsst. 
He says he could not sleep 


and was not at all hungry; that none of 
the men complained of hunger, bnt did 
want ice badly. They regulated the 
compressed air so that the parties on 
top would know that they were alive and 
give them all the air possible. The only 
watch with the party stopped at 9 o'clock 
on Wednesday evening, and they told 
time by the burning of a candle. 
They 


went down to the water every few hours 
to see how it stood and wonlct rap on the 
pipe each time. At first they had but a 
very few pieces of candle, but soon they 
laid in a supply thatfloated into the drift 
and were picked up by the men. 
He 


says everybody felt confident of being 
rescued and were encouraged iu the be- 
' lief by the steady decrease of water in 


I the drift. 
Mr. Bennett is n practical 


I miner, and one who fully understood 


I the situation, hu is an unmarried mau 
about 38 years of age. He is no rela- 
tion to Wm. Bennett who lost his life in 
tho attempted rescue yesterday. 


The Chronicle reporter found John 


Mulligan at home surrounded by his 
wife and family., He felt as well as 
ever he did in his life, but had not slept 
since the accident and was uot a bit 
sleepy.

THE ERA OF RAILROADS. 


Over 3,OOO Miles Already Construct- 


ed This Vear. 


The Chicago Railway Age says: 
The impression prevails that the build- 


ing of railroads has fallen off this year 
from the enormous total of last year, 
which was between 9,000 and 10,000 
miles. The fact is that during the first 
five months of this year there have been 
built on 120 lines of railroad 2480 miles 
of track. Considering that only 1500 
miles had been built at this time last 
year, and that building increased rapid- 
ly the latter half of the year, it would 
be a logical conclusion that tho total 
this year of building operations would 
be 23,000 miles, but, of coarse, this fig- 
ure will not be reached. 
Track has 


been laid in 36 States and Territories 
this year, the largest amount being in 
Teias, 734 miles, and the smallest in 
New Mexico, 6 miles. We believe it 
safe to say that there are at least 250 
lines, covering a moderate estimate of 
25,000 miles, upon which work is either 
now in progruss or is proposed to be 
commenced during the present year. 


The Excuse for Labor Striken. 


There ia some justification for the 


prevailing discantent among the work- 
ingmen of the country. Prices of food 
and other necessaries have considerably 
enhanced the cost of living, 
while 


wages hava not, as a rule, kept pace 
with the upward tendency. Still, there 
has been, we believe, a general disposi- 
tion on the part of employes to pay 
higher wages when the state of their 
business would permit it. In some 
cases an advance is simply impossible 
without carrying with it embarrassment 
and perhaps ruin to the manufacturer 
or producer who is just "getting on his 
feet" after long and trying experience 
of the recent 
"panic times." 
The 


workingmen's interest naturally is and' 
should be the interest of his employer 
as well. If by undue exactions he crip- 
ples his employer, the ultimata effect 
will be disastrous to himself. Speaking 
on this subject, the New fork Graphic 
uses the following pertinent and timely 
words: "The condition of the mining 
and iron trades is very gloomy, and 
there is no prospects of renewed activity 
in thesa industries until the close of tbe 
coming Saucer, at least, This is be- 
cause so many other industries are de- 
pressed 
We need not have a panic 


this Summer; but there is no good rea- 
son to hope that wo shall have anything 
like a great boom in business of any 
kind. The workmen employed will be 
very fortunate if they continue to be 
employed at their present wages during 
the next four months. Go slow work- 
men."—Troy Times.
